Rescue Plan in the amount of $43,865.00 for moving money into appropriate accounts,
Commissioner Justes seconded.

#10 — Motion — Budget Amendment 171-2 — American Rescue Plan

Commissioner Roberts made a motion to approve budget amendment 171-2 American
Rescue Plan in the amount of $12,000.00 for moving money into appropriate accounts,
Commissioner Kennedy seconded.

Motion passed unanimously. (16/0)

Commissioner Roberts explained that the amendment of $43,865.00 is to help with the
cost overrun on the EMS building in Sunbright of $17,102.99, ETHRA roof - $4,120.10
and the balance of $26,067.91 to go back into the ARP funds savings.



Animal Advocacy Committee

Commissioner Bryant stated that they held a meeting on March 16 and was a well-
attended meeting with the public concerning animal controls in Morgan County.
Commissioner Bryant stated that the main concerns were an officer for Animal Control
and a spay/neuter clinic. They will be working on measurement and cost estimates for
the clinic. Commissioner Bryant stated that she would like to see some guidelines on
animal control in Morgan County. The next meeting will be April 13.

Solid Waste
Commissioner Lively stated that they elected officers and a zoom meeting with Tim
Hendrick of ETDD. He stated that the diversion rate is 58.2% which is excellent.

There being no further business to come before the board, Commissioner Roberts
made a motion to adjourn, Commissioner Kreis seconded.
